Through the generosity of an 
anonymous. donor, the Bethel His- 
torical Society has acquired micro- 
film .copies of all the known is- 
sues of “Among the Clouds,’ the 
famous daily newspaper establish- 
ed on the summit of New Eng- 
land’s highest mountain,” Mount 
Washington, Issued by the Dart- 4 
mouth College Library this edition 
will serve aga valuable primary 
resource for the study of the peo- 
ple and events of the White Moun- 
tain region. Founded in 1877, as 
Mount: Washington’s. daily news- 
paper, the paper continued every 
summer for 31 years from the . 
summit and later for eight years 
from the Base Station. Here is 
‘chronicled the events. of the White 
Mountain region :and. listed | the 
names of the numerous visitors 
(many of them highly distinguish- 
ed ones) who ascended the moun- 
tain, travelling up its slopes by:
